Loxpon, Aug. 8.—A dispatch received here 
from Tien Tsin says that all deserters from 
the Chinese troops marching to Taku will be 
Deheaded to-day. The Taku forts guard the 
®mtrance to the River Pei- Ho on which lie 
Peking and Tien-Tsin. It was in the waters 
ofthe Yellow Sea, just off Toku, that the 
recent battle took place between the Japan- 
ese and Chinese squadrons, in which the 
Chinese met with such disaster in the loss of 
the cruiser Chin-Yuen and the crippling of 
two other warships. 

Japan is now attempting to blockade the 
Fol- Ho at Paku and bas massed there a large 
part of ber fleet. Dispatches from Tien- 
Tsin say that China is sending a large army 
to Taku, in expectation ofan attack by the 
Japanese fleet on the Taku forts. 

Should these forts be taken by the Japan- 
ese and the Ohinese forces there be routec 
the frst step in the march to Peking will be 
made. 

France isthe first Government to accept 
Great Britain’s invitation to observe strict 
neutrality during the war between China 
and Japan.

FIERCE BEHAVIOR OF THE PRISONER 
A THE TRIAL’S END DEEW NEAR. 


Leblianc’s Testimeny That Samte Was 
Chosen by Let te Commit the Deed— 
Great Excitement iu the Court—Given 
the Lie—Talk Abeut Assassinatizng 
Kine Humbert—Abselute Liberty ef 
Actien Among Amarchists. 


Lrons, Aug. 8.—At the conclusion of the 
trial of Cesartio Santo, the murderer of 
President Carnot, in the Assize Court here 
to-day, the prisoner was sentenced to be ex- 
ecuted by the guillotine. 


There were few people around the Palace 

of Justice when the trial of Santo, the as- 
sassin of President Carnot was resumed to- 
day. a 
The court regulations and military 
guard were the same as yesterday. 
The prisoner was escorted into the 
dock handceffei to two gendarmes and with 
two more bringing up the rear. The prisoner 
seemed even more defiant than yesterday 
and took his seat with a mocking smile upon 
his face. 

Leblanc, the soldier, who was a fellow 
prisoner with Cm@serio at Marseilles, testifiea 
that C@serio told him that he intended to 
Kill President Carnot, probably at Lyons, 
when the Chief Magistrate visited that city. 

That is a lie, interrupted Cm@serlo, ex- 
citediy. ‘‘Inever told you or anyone else 
anything about my plans. 


me that he was designated by lot.’’ 

That is untrue, shrieked Cmeserio. 

**How untrue,’’ asked the Judge, turning 
to the prisoner. 

**I said to you after you had made that re. 
mark, ‘But who would be so bold as to kill 
President Carnot? Isaw him in raris sur- 
rounded by troops and police,’ you answered, 
He will be chosen by lot. 

There was great excitement in court while 
the prisoner and Leblanc were speak 
ing to each other. 

Later Lebianc said: Ces e rio told me that 
he had often seen King Humbert in the 
streets, but he added that to kill bim it 
would be necessary to havearifie and shoot 
him from the street, as he would be so sur- 
rounded by soldiers.’’ 

That isa lie, shouted the prisoner. ‘*!I 
was never chosen to kill President Carnot. 
Moreover, absolute liberty of action prevalls 
among Anarchisté.’’ 

The Prosecuting Attorney reviewed st 
length all the details of the trial and des 
manded thatthe jury should not hesitate to 
do its daty. 

M. Dubruelll, counsei forthe defense, fol- 
lowed and made an appeal forthe prisoner. 
THE VERDICT. 

At about noon the jury retired and after an 
absence of about fifteen minutes, during 
which there was considerable excitement in 
court, the jury returned and announced a 
verdict of guilty without extenuating cir- 
cumstances. 

The presiding Judge, M. Breuilliac, then 
pronounced the sentence of death by 
the guillotine. 

THE PRISONER'S DEFIANCE. 

When the death sentence was uttered 

Cesario exclaimed: Vive la revolution so- 


ciale.’’ 
The prisoner was immediately seized and 
hurried towards his cell. As he left the 


court-room Cesarto eried: Courage. come: 
rades, Vive l’anarchy.’’ 
In spite ot tue prisoner’s deflant appear- 
ance his habitual smile disappeared from his 
face when the sentence was pronounced. 

M. Dubruelill, the prisoners counsel, gave 
notice of appeal, and in so doins asked that 
the presiding jadge’s charge to the jury at 
the opening of the session be entered on the 
records.

SENATORS SMITH BED CAMDEN. Mr. Bland’s Resolution Presented im the 


Heuse To-Day. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Mr. Bland of Mis- 
souri has introduced a resolution in the 
House instructing the Committee on Ways 
and Means to reporta bill placing all sugars 
on the free list and for raising $100,000,000 
revenue by the income tax. Mr. Bland says 
concerning the resolution: ‘‘I have not con- 
sulted Mr. Wilson nor anyone else, but have 
acted on my own judgment in submitting the 
resolution. My purpose is to press it if there 
is an indication that the general tariff bill 
will fail. The proposition is some- 
what different from that suggested in 
Mr. W ilson’s speech (at the time 
the President’s letter to him was 
read), as it proposes raising the necessary 
Government revenue by an income tax. 
This feature is essential, however, if sugar 
is placed onthe .ree list. 1 belleve this 
separate tarif measure would quickly pass 
ee of Congress if the general bill 
alled,’ 


FORESTS AND BAINFALL 


Views of Secretary Morton on the Benefits 
of Arborculture. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. . Aug. 8.—Respond- 
ing toa resolution of the Senate Secretary 
Morton has laid before that body a reply in 
which he says that experiments in arborcul- 
ture throughout the United States are very 
much needed. He says that the denuding of 
the forests is progressing at the rate of 30,- 
000 acres per day. The distribution of pine 
seed among inexperienced people has not 
proved of utility, and he recommends that 
young trees be Dought instead. The main- 
tenance of extensive forests, he says, in- 
creases the rainfall in their vicinity,but such 
forests consume and modify the distribution 
of water supplies in a far greater degree 
than they cause rainfall.

Bis Story of the Robbery—Detectives 
Bent to the Soene.

Harrigan’s office and made his statement 
concerning the attempted robbery to

In Ferguson's statement he said:

At Valley Park, 
safety’s sake, I have always made it a 
tom to make my trip tothe geage car 
the bills of lading because I feit sure 
ere was no danger here.

**] left the express car when the train 
stopped at Valley Fark, closing the door after 
me. It locked itself. I was gone perhaps 
two minutes in the baggage carand then re- 
turned. The train was already on the move. 
I unlocked the door, slammed it and turned 
to goto work. Then lsawthe masked man 
standing in frontiof me in the alsle formed by 
the piled up boxes. He had his pistol pointed 
directiy at me. He said not a word, 
but 1 his purpose I sprung at 
him with my left arm outstretched to grasp 
the revolver. I caught it and it went off, the 
bullet going through my thumb, skirting 
along my arm and piercing my shoulder. 

Feeling that I was wounded, I drew my 
revolver from my hip pocket with my right 
hand and tried to use it. The man caught 
my wrist, and as he was stronger than I was 
Icould not wrench it loose. I twisted it 
around, however, asfar as I could and be- 
gan pumping away withthe revolver. Iteel 
sure that I bit bim in the body. 

For some minutes, as the train ran on, 
we struggied together and fina ly one 
weak from loss of biood and from the pain 
fell exhausted on the floor. The robber re. 
leased me and grabbed the bell-cora. 
The train slowed up and he sprang out of 
the car and disappeared. The 
trainmen then came to my roscue 
and 1 told them what had happened. The 
man must have hada key to the express car 
in order to getin, ſor I certainly closed the 
door when left . He must also be some- 
one who was thoroughly acquainted with the 
rallroad matters, else he would not have 
known that I left the cat just at Valley Fark. 
He had just about two minutes to get the 
door open and inside and 1 presume 1 sur-

The Sugar Schedule Still the Obie 
Sticking Point. 


BUT IT I8 NOT THE ORLY OBSTACLE 
ENCOUNTERED BY THE OCONFERREES. 


The Senate Proposes te Stand by the 
Trust and Prevent Any Change That 
Will Affect ite Interesis—Georman 
Said te Be Tirimg date Fight and 
Reaiy te Resigzu His Leadership. 


WAsutworox, D. C., Aug. 8.—Progress is 
reported by the Democratic conferrees in 
their efforts to agree upon a tariff bill, but it 
is slow. New dGifficuities constantly arise. 
There is really a great deal to be done. 
The hope of ultimate success lies in 
the fact that with ail of these 
dimcuities the work goes steadily 
on and the feeling between the 
opposing sides is good tempered. Sugar is 
still a disturbing subject, and will be the last 
thing to be adjusted. It is not the only dim. 
culty, Dut it so completely overshadows all 
the others that with that out of the way a 
full agreement would be in easy reach. The 
real effort is to rewrite the sugar schedule.

Sub- 
stantially, the spokesman of the Senate 
conferees said to the members of the 
House: Gentlewen, the tariff bill has 
just escapea defeat ‘by three tie votes, and 
the fact that a former Republican Senator 
refrained from voting. Now, you know the 
situation. It & positive fact that 
the Senate and no other can 
pass. It will unsafe to trust 
it in the Senate with any change whatever. 
The only way there can be any tariff 
legislation is for you, gentiemen, to take 
this Dill aud pass it. 

The session was very short. The sen- 
ate conferees announced to their colleagues 
that the House members said nothing. The 
House members held a short cosference 
among themselves. No other meeting of the 
full eOnference was held until Monday. The 
interval gave the House conferrees time to 
ascertain the sentiment of the 
House, and on Monday * an- 
nounced that they were willing to 
confer and see if a compromise could not be 
reached, but would not accept the Senate 
bill in its totality as had been insisted upon 
Saturday.

And as 
showing that Mr. Spelbrink acted Geliber- 
dtely in this, Mr. Oscar A. Appel stated this 
morning that when it became his duty, as 
attorpey for Kraleman, to enforce the coliec- 
tion of the bond, he found that Mr. 
Spelbrink had been relleved of respon- 
sibility for its payment, r, Thos. B. 
Barrett, Clerk of the House of Delegates, 
telephoning the Circuit Clerk’s office that 
the bond would be made good by tue mem:

What are the facts which, according to 
this remarkable collection of innocents, 
suggest ‘‘undue influence’’ and create in 
the public mind a ‘‘demoralizing belief in 
the existence of corrupt politics?’’ 

A majority of the Senate representing a 
party pledged to honest tariff reform and 
to the destruction of trusts deliberately 
permits itself to be bound in secret and 
controlled in public by a clique of trust 
attorneys. This result was accomplished 
after conferences with trust representa- 
tives and lobbyists, who have millions at 
their disposal.

ro the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Of all the causes which have united in de- 
feating the alms of organized labor in this 
eountry probably none is more potent in 
bringing about these discouraging results 


than the tyranny of the labor unions them- 
selves. ‘ihe policy which they adopt in re- 
gara to apprentices is sufficient reason for 
my statement and proof enough of its 
truth. As an illustration, let me suppose 
that a plumber employs union labor. He 1s 
allowed apprentices in proportion to the 
number of journeyaten he hires. When, on 
account of loss of trade, or for any other 
reason, he is obliged to reduce his force, he 
must again regard the proportion in so do- 
ing in accordance to the dictates of the 
Plumbers’ Union, 

But, on the other band, a foreigner coming 
to this country and Claiming to be a journey- 
man plumber—although he may be only a 
beginner as regards our methods of work— 
can, by paying the initiation fee, become

TEACHERS’ 


SALARIS. 
‘ 


Prof. Soldan and Some Others to Receive 
an Increase. 


The salailes of the superintendents, prin- 
Cipals and teachers of the St. Louis Public 
Schools for 1894-’95 were fixed by the joint 
committees of the Teachers’ and Salaries’ 
committees at a meeting last night. The 
schedule will go before the board for adop- 
tion, and itis doubtful if any change will be 
made. 

The salary of Prof. F. Louis Soldan was 
raised from $8,000 to $3,500a year. The other 
principals” salaries were left the same as 
last year, as were the saiaries of the assist- 
ants and vice principals of the Normal and 
Higü schools, and those of the teachers in 
the district schools and kindergarten. 

After some discussion it was decided to in- 
crease the salaries of the female mus 
supervisers to $1,200 for their fourth year of 
service, which will be next year. 

The salaries of the teachers in the draw- 
ing school were not changed That ofthe 
Supervisor was raised $50, making the salary 
for the third year of service $800. 

The corps of instructors in physical culture 
were reduced from seven to six and the 
Salary of the seventh divided among the six. 

A motion to raise the salary of the princi- 
pal of the Deaf Mute School was lost. Ne 
change was made in the salary of is assist- 
ant. 

The matter of the janitors’ salaries was 
referred to wa committee of five with in- 
structions toadjust and not increase their 
salaries. 

On motion of Mr. Brady the salary of Miss 
Elien Parmilee, stenographer to the Board, 
was increased from $40 to $50 per month.

In the quarries of Italy artisans are now at 
work upon the material for the beautiful 
altar which is toadorn the Mary k. Bofinger 
Memorial Chapel, in course of erection be- 
side Christ Church Cathedral, Thirteenth 
and Locust streets.

DIAMOND DUST, 


Diamonds are found in meteorites.

IN DETACHMENTS THE ARMY WILL TRY 
TO REACH WASHINGTON. 


Boats and Utensils Sold This Morning 
fer Whatever They Would Bring and 
the leser Used by the Men te Get 
Across the River—Ex-Capt. Bryan 
Trying to Held a Few of the Soldiers 
Together. 


Hogan’s Montana Industrial Army, as an 
organization, has ceased to exist, and the 
remnants of tt are scattered from Caronde- 
let to East Carondelet and down as far as the 
Barracks. 

Two days ago the fleet of eight boats cut 
loose from the north end of the city and 
floated down as far as Krauss street in Car- 
ondelet, where they tiled up near the Diast 
furnace. Then it was that the trouble com- 
menced. According to the men, the treas- 
urer, @ man they call Edwards, went up 
to the city with Sullivan and Hogan, not 
leader Hogan, but another man. They had 
with them, it is alleged, $4,387, the army 
money which was gving to de divided 
among the various individuals, who num- 
bered in all about 140. The trip tothe city 
was for the purpose of getting the money 
changed, so that sach man could be given 
his exact share. The army asserts that 
Edwards and the other two never came back, 
and even went so far as to forget to send 
back the money. 

Strange to say, however, the men did not 
seem very much annoyed over the alleged 
loss, but very practically went to work rails 
ing more money by the simpie process of 
selling every thing except the clothes they 
had on. 

Two boats, Montana two, and Portiand 
Ave, went for $a piece, camp Ketties, cups, 
Knives, etc., went forl0 and 15 cents, but 
Gemands were very light. As soon asthe 
crew would sell out they would pack up 
what was left and make a bee line forthe 
Carondelet ferry. 

TO-DAY'S DEPARTURES.

milis and depended on them for a 
living. Weare only a sample of the thou- 
sands out there who are starving to death, 
and who cannot possibly find work. Weare 
all peaceabie and anxious to work at our 
own business, and the re*son we don’t pick 
up work here and there is because we do not 
want to take other men’s jobs from them. 
We have respected each other's rights ever 
since we left exce,t this last break in the 
funds, but those fellows may have taken 
a drink or so and got lost. Each crew bas its 
boat ana has been allowed to do with its prop- 
erty as it saw fit. None of us Know where we 
will get our next meal, Dut hope that some of 
us will eventually reach Washingaton.’’ 

The camp wasa picturesque sight just be- 
fore the army left. the shore is 
lined with a lot of nondescript shanties which 
the fishermen and body catchers frequent. 
Piles of drift good lay all around, and the 
army equipments were hanging out to dry or 
were folded up in bundles ready for trans- 
portation or sale as the case might be, 

The men looked strong and healthy, and all 
of them had clothes enough to last them for 
some time to come,

Seer 


A Verdict Returned of Suicide by Mor- 
phine Poisoning. 


MRS. HARRIS DENIES THAT SHE CAUSED 
HIS DOMESTIC TROUBLES. 


She Only Took Mrs. McCord in When He 
Had Left Her— The Wife Filed a Di- 
veroe Euit, but Subsequently Became 
Reconciled to Her Husband — She 
Charged Him With Idleness and 
Drinking. 


The Coroner’s inquest over the remains of 
Findley McCord to-day resulted in a verdict 
of suicide. The body of the deceased was 
found beneath a tree at Grand 
avenue and Wyoming street yes- 
terfay morning, and the = indications 
were that he had taken a fatal dose of mor- 
phine. The principal witness was the broth- 
erof the deceased, who testified that Find- 
ley McCord was much given to the use of 
morphine and frequently threatened to com- 
mit suicide on account of family troubles. 

Mrs. Abegail Harris, who was given un- 
kindly mention in McCord’s letter to his 
wife, was seen this morning ather home, 
2014 South Broadway. She was grieved at 
what McCord said of her, and declared 
that she did not interfere between 
him and his wife. She said tat 


Mrs. McCord, whom she knew for many 
years, came to her last summer and told her 
that Findlay had taken $250 and gone off with 
other women. Mrs McCord then made ber 
home with her brother-in-law, H. J. Mc- 
Cord. who lives on Grand avenue near Cher- 
oKxee street. Mrs. Harris said that 
Mrs. McOord entered suit for divorce 
but made peace with her husband last win- 
ter, and lived with him at H. J. McCorda’s. 
She further said that three months ago Mrs. 
McCord again came to her and asked to 
board with her, as Findley had deserted her, 
and she had quarreled with the family of her 
brother-in-law. Mrs. Harris gave her a 
room and warned Findley McCord to stay 
away, when he came to seehis wife while 
intoxicated. Mrs. Harris’ statement about 
— divorce proved true, forthe record shows 
that. 
THE DIVORCE SUIT. 

Mrs. Susan McCord filed suit for divorce 
from her busband, Findley McCord, Aug. 381. 
1893. The action ig still pending in court- 
room No, 4. After stating in her petition 
that she was married to the defendant Jan. 
7, 1878, at Alton, III. Mrs, McCord al- 
leged that for a year precedigg the 
filing of suit, her husband refused to provide 
for the support of herself and children, so 
that she was obliged totakein washing to 
maintain herself, while the defendant spent 
histimein idleness and associating with 
other women. She alleged also that on 
Aug. 28 last year he took from 
her $250, which she had earned by her own 
labor and laid away for the approaching 
winter. After taking the money, she alleged, 
he left their home, and at the time suit was 
filed he was spending the mcney in profligate 
living with women of bad character. 

Tbe record showed that the Sheriff could not 
find the defendant, and that the plaintiff had 
failed to give security for costs. Thomas F. 
Bashaw, who was attorhey for the plaintic. 
said that Mr. and Mrs. McCord came to him 
and said that they had been reconciled,
